industrial interests. 
There is no cause to doubt that the Times is correct 
in predicting that there will be a mass of party politics 
played in the forthcoming session when the commission’s 
report is made to the President and then to congress. 
The battle will be waged from the start to the ending, 
but we feel more optimistic over the outlook, we think 
that when the battle smoke is cleared this time that there 
will have been something really worthwhile done.

NEGRO GIRLS SHUN MINISTER 
HUSBANDS. REPORT ASSERTS 


NEW YORK—'Modern negro 
girls 
lo not want minister» for husbands 
cause “the girls would have to give 
dancing, movies and card parties,” 
nd because negro ministers 
have 
nuch smaller incomes than men of 
heir race in other professions and 
n business. This is disclosed in a re­ 
nd made public today of a survey 
f theological schools for 
negroes 
nade under the direction of the in­ 
di tuto of social and religious 
re­ 
search by Dr. Robert L. Kelley and 
W. A. Daniel 
Negro ministers are not so well ed- 
i.^ated a* men of their race trained 
for otfier fields of activity says 
the 
cport, and their influence as leaders 
>f their people in this country is wan- 
ng. While the first efforts of negro 
duration were especially directed to 
the training of ministers and 
the 
>est men in the schools used to go 
nto the ministry, the 
theological 
ichools are now nearly all of lower 
status than other schools of higher 
ducation for negroes, with lower en­ 
trance and graduation requirements 
snd comparatively small enrollment. 
“In most cases,” the report adds, 
’the members of the theological fac­ 
ulty compare much more 
favorably 
with the rest of the faculty than do 
*he students in the theological lepart- 
■ment with the students in other de­ 
partments.” It is further pointed iut, 
the report states, that if all the men 
graduating from the 62 negro theolo­ 
gical seminaries in the United States 
last year Ijad gone directly ipfo 
ministry, as is usually the case, less 
than three per cent of the vacancies 
cou-ld have been filled by men "whose 
-oipbined literary and theological train 
uig would be equivalent to three years 
shove high school.”
